E. PRESIDENT THIEU MEETS VETERANS 

PRESIDENT THIEU MET WITH DISABLED VETERANS REPRE- 
SENTATIVES JUNE 15® PRESS ACCOUNTS FROM VETERANS SOURCES 
INDICATE HE INQUIRED CAREFULLY INTO ALL ASPECTS OF THE 
VETERANS' PROBLEMS AND HAS PROMISED TO PRESIDE OVER THE 
JUNE 18 I NTERM I NISTER IAL COMMITTEE MEETING WITH VETERANS 
REPRESENTATIVES, THIEU ASKED THE VETERANS TO PREPARE A 
SUPPLEMENTARY LAW ON VETERANS BENEFITS WHICH HE WILL REVIEW 
AND PROPOSE TO THE NATIONAL ASSEMBLY. THERE ARE SOME 
SIGNS OF DIFFERENCES AMONG VARIOUS DISABLED VETERANS LEADERS. 
SOME SEEM WILLING TO WORK WITH THE GVN WHILE OTHERS SYSTE- 
MATICALLY OPPOSE THE GVN EVEN AT THE PRICE OF HINDERING 
PROGRAMS DESIGNED TO HELP THE VETERANS. IT SEEMS LIKELY 
THE VETERANS ARE BEING ORGANIZED AND ENCOURAGED BY POLITICAL 
FORCES INTERESTED IN EMBARRASSING THE GOVERNMENT. 

F. MILITARY FIELD COURTS RETAIN BROAD JURISDICTION 
OVER CIVILIANS 

THE EXECUTIVE THIS WEEK WON A CONTEST WITH THE 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY OVER THE MILITARY FIELD COURTS. THE 
NATIONAL ASSEMBLY BELIEVED THAT CIVILIANS SHOULD NOT NORMALLY 
BE TRIED IN THESE COURTS, SINCE THE JUDGES ARE SUBJECT TO 
MILITARY ORDERS AND ARE THUS UNDER EXECUTIVE CONTROL. THE 
EXECUTIVE BELIEVED THAT USE OF THESE COURTS IN NATIONAL 
SECURITY CASES WAS VITAL TO THE WAR EFFORT, AND ACCORDINGLY 
THE PRESIDENT AMENDED THE BILL REVISING OPERATION OF THESE 
COURTS TO PROVIDE FOR JURISDICTION OVER CIVILIANS IN NATIONAL 
SECURITY CASES. THE ASSEMBLY NARROWLY FAILED TO OVERRIDE THE 
PRESIDENT’S AMENDMENTS. AS PASSED, THE NEW LAW DOES PROVIDE 
CERTAIN SIGNIFICANT CONSTITUTIONAL SAFEGUARDS PREVIOUSLY 
ABSENT FROM MILITARY COURT PROCEDURES. 

IV. EXTERNAL 

A. SVN-CAMBODIAN RELATIONS 

DURING THE PAST WEEK THE GVN HAS CONTINUED TO 
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CONCENTRATE ON ARVN MILITARY OPERATIONS IN CAMBODIA AND 
EFFORTS TO HELP STRENGTHEN THE GOG'S DEFENSIVE CAP AB ILIT IES 0 
VICE PRESIDENT KY , REPORTING TO THE NATION ON HIS VISIT TO 
PHNOM PENH JUNE 4-6, TOOK A GENERALLY OPTIMISTIC VIEW OF 
PROGRESS IN GVN-GOC COOPERATION. HE ASSERTED THE GOC HAD 
AGREED TO CONTINUED ARVN OPERATIONS ALONG THE BORDER AND 
"•ANYWHERE NECESSARY" TO INSURE SVN SECURITY, AND SAID THE 
GVN WOULD SUPPLY CAMBODIA WITH WEAPONS, TRAINING AND EXPERTS,, 
GVN INTEREST IN COORDINATING WITH THE THAIS IN ASSISTING 
CAMBODIA WAS UNDERSCORED BY THE VISIT TO SAIGON ON JUNE 9 OF 
A SENIOR THAI MILITARY OFFICIAL* VISIT INCREASED PRESS 
SPECULATION THAT AT LEAST SOME OF THE THAI FORCES IN SVN MIGHT 
BE REDELPOYED TO CAMBODIA* MEA NWHi: LE , THE G VN CONT INUED TO 
PREPARE FOR FORTHCOMING TALKS WITH CAMBODIA AT THE EXPERTS 
LEVEL ON A BROAD RANGE OF ECONOMIC , FINANCIAL AND OTHER _ 
BILATERAL ISSUES* AN EXCHANGE OF AMBASSADORS BETWEEN THE 
TWO COUNTRIES WAS REPORTED TO BE IMMINENT. 


B. REGIONAL CONFERENCES 

THE GVN WILL ATTEND THE ASPAC MINISTERIAL MEETING 
IN WELLINGTON JUNE 17-19, THE SEATO CONFERENCE IN MANILA 
JULY 2“ 3 (AS AN OBSERVER) AND WILL HOSI THE TROOP , CONTRIBU- 
TING COUNTRIES' MEETING IN SAIGON JULY 5-6. FOREIGN MINISTER 
LAM WILL REPRESENT THE GVN AT ALL THREE MEETINGS . THE GVN 
ANTICIPATES DISCUSSION OF CAMBODIAN DEVELOPMENTS WILL FIGURE 
PROMINENTLY IN ALL OF THESE FORUMS; IT WILL PROBABLY SEEK 
TO EXPLAIN AND OBTAIN ENDORSEMENT OF ITS OPERATIONS IN AND 
POLICY TOWARDS CAMBODIA , AS WELL AS REQUEST HUMANITARIAN 
ASSISTANCE FOR VIETNAMESE REFUGEES IN, AND RETURNING FROM, 

CAMBODIA* 

C. DRV/PRG DIPLOMATIC ACTIVITIES 

SOMALIA AND NORTH VIET- NAM AGREED ON JUNE 7 TO 
ESTABLISH DXPL.OMATIC RELATIONS AT THE EMBASSY LEVEL ON A 
NON-RESIDENT BASIS* ON JUNE 14 THE GOVERNMENT OF 
NEWLY-ELECTED CEYLON PRIME MINISTER BANDARANAIKE DECLARED 
ITS INTENTION TO EXTEND FULL DIPLOMATIC RECOGNITION TO 
BOTH NORTH VIET-NAM AND THE VIET CONG'S "PROVISIONAL 
REVOLUTIONARY GOVERNMENT" (PRG)o MEANWHILE, THE VC S 
LIBERATION PRESS REPORTED THAT PRG FOREIGN MINISTER BINH 
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ENDED A THREE-DAY VISIT TO CZECHOSLOVAKIA ON JUNE 11, WITHOUT 
INDICATING HER NEXT STOP EN ROUTE TO HANOI. OFFICIAL SOURCES 
HAVE INDICATED MME„ BINH HAS BEEN INVITED TO VISIT INDIA 
IN JULY. 

D. DRV TRADE AND AID 

AFTER SIGNING A SUPPLEMENTAL AID AGREEMENT WITH 
PEKING MAY 25, THE DRV SIGNED A SUPPLEMENTAL ECONOMIC 
AND MILITARY ASSISTANCE ACCORD WITH MOSCOW ON JUNE 11, THE 
PRECISE TERMS OF THE ACCORD ARE NOT KNOWN® MEANWHILE, ON 
JUNE 12 A FOUR-MAN DRV TRADE DELEGATION ARRIVED IN JAPAN, 

NORTH VIET- NAM'S LARGEST FREE WORLD TRADING PARTNER. 

THE DELEGATION MAY BE SEEKING TO EXPORT MORE HARD COAL AND 
INCREASE IMPORTS OF FERTILIZERS , MACHINERY, MEDICINES AND 
TEXTILES. 

V. COMMUNIST PUBLIC STATEMENTS 

A. PHAM VAN DONG INTERVIEW 

IN A JUNE 14 INTERVIEW IN THE JAPANESE DAILY MAINICHI, 

DRV PREMIER PHAM VAN DONG CONDEMNED AMERICAN "IMPERIALIST 
INTERVENTION" IN CAMBODIA. HE PREDICTED THE WITHDRAWAL OF U.S. 
TROOPS FROM CAMBODIA WOULD BE MEANINGLESS SINCE "OTHER LACKEYS 
AND MERCENARIES" WOULD REMAIN. ASKED ABOUT THE KIND OF 
SUPPORT THE DRV WOULD PROVIDE SIHANOUK, THE PREMIER REFRAINED 
FROM MAKING A SPECIFIC COMMITMENT OR REFERRING TO SIHANOUK 
BY NAME. HE INSTEAD STATED THE DRV WAS "INTERESTED IN THE LIBER-

SUMMIT MEETING'S PLEDGE TO "UNITE AND STRUGGLE AND ACHIEVE 
VICTORY, ” 

B, HANOI COMMENTS ON U.S. SENATE ACTIVITIES 

HANOI VNA’S INTERNATIONAL SERVICE ON JUNE 14 SUMMARIZED 
A NHAN DAN ARTICLE ENTITLED "A MAJOR DEFEAT FOR NIXON AT 
THE U« So SENATE." THE ARTICLE STATED THE SENATE’S REJECTION 
OF THE BYRD AMENDMENT "CONSTITUTED ANOTHER BLOW TO THE
